PARIS, Aug. 23.—Herbert C. Hoover, 
head of the interallied food commission, 
is receiving hundreds of letters from 
friends in the United States asking 
him to consent to be a candidate for 
the presidency on the Republican 
ticket. | 

Mr. Hoover yesterday replied to a 
certain well known easterner who 
wrote asking permission to boost Mr. 
Hoover and begin a Hoover campaign, 
Stating that he “ preferred” not to be 
a candidate for office as he has given 
more than five years of his life to pub- 
lic life and had intended to return to 
California in September with his family 
and retire. 

‘Fears Hands Will Be Tied. 


Mr. Hoover wrote he “disliked the] 


idea of going into politics because he 
feared political life would require him 
to abandon certain of his principles and 
that he could never consent to do.” Mr. 
Hoover added that he planned to live 
quietly and privately awaiting some 
future world development whereby he 


might again proffer his ability and ex- 


perience in aiding people, 
May Run After All.

AIRSHIP GOLIATH 
FOUND AT LAST; 
ALL ABOARD SAFE 


PARIS, Aug. 23.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.J—The French airplane 
Goliath has landed no;th of Dakar with 
a broken propeller.

The Goliath is reported to have 
landed near the village of Cayor, about 
seventy miles northeast of Dakar. 

-Cayor is isolated and has no modern 
means of communication.

Since leaving Magador Aug. 16 the 
only word received of the Goliath was 
a wireless message saying the airplane 
was within sixty miles of Dakar. There 
were eight persons aboard the machine 
when it left Versailles.

One Dies in Ambulance. 

Mrs. Stewart and her husband were 
dead. Schools was alive, but uncon- 
scious.

He was 
placed again in the ambulance and 
taken to a nearby undertaking estab- 
lishment. 

In the café were acquaintances of 
Mrs. Stewart, among them Miss Anne 
Collyer, 4410 Calumet avenue.

She was in 
a booth opposite that occupied by the 
victims. 

Woman Describes Shooting. 

“T had just seated myself when I 
heard a shot,” she said. “I looked up 
and saw Stewart. He had just fired 
at Mrs. Stewart. She had fallen for- 
ward. 

“The next moment I saw Mr. 
Schools’ head fall forward on the table. 
Another shot followed. By this time I 
was so frightened that I sprang up and 
ran out.” : 

Miss Collyer said that she had been 
informed by Mrs. Stewart that the lat- 
ter was about to file a suit for divorce, 
charging her husband with cruelty and 
making threats against her life. 

Schools had accompanied Mrs. Stew- 
art to the café several times, the police 
were told, but always as a protector, 
as the woman feared her husband 
would harm her if he caught her un- 
escorted. 

Letter Indicates Separation. 

That they were not living together 
was indicated by a letter found in Mrs, 
Stewart's waist. It was from the Chi- 
cago Bar association and asked her to 
return certain articles belonging to 
her husband. It was dated Aug. 5, 
1919, and read: 

“We are writing in behalf of your 
husband, William Stewart, who states 
that when he entered the military serv- 
ice he left in your charge a suit of 
clothes, a watch and chain, and a trav- 
eling bag which you refused to return 
to him. He also states you have a 
pair of diamond cuff links belonging to 
him Which you refuse to return. We 
hope to hear favorabiy from you in 
the near future,

Friend Tells of Jealousy.

Tip on the English System.

| BASSING .AS IS. 
URING the latter part of August 
and the first few days of Septem- 
ber, fishing in the lakes is likely 
to be somewhat disappointing, 
and it is well to remember that during 
this period the rivers usually yield 
well to industrious anglers. 

The fiy man casting his feathered 
frauds in the swift stretches arotin’d 
overhanging trees, half submerged 
logs, wing dams and other obstructions 
to the rivér’s flow should, by all the 
rules of the game, be rewarded with 
fish. Sofhetinies though the dope 
doesn’t work, and then it is well to take 
to bait fishing in the deep holes and big 
eddies where there are tangies ef sunk. 
én logs and other debris. 

* 

Good Bait for fiver fishing is not 
much of a problem now. This is the 
time of the year when the crawfish is. 
leaving his safe retreat to scout 
afound for winter quarters, a fact wel! 
khown te bass, or at least soon disea~ 
ered by them. The crawfish is the 
natural food of the river bass—usually 
of the small mouthed variety—and one | 
that hé craves now that he must store 
up some fat to carry him through the 
long winter sleep. 

Fished in the ordinary way with ordi- | 
nary tackle, both black and rock bass 
sometimes take the craw with great 
willingness, but we believe that river 


‘still fishers would have good days oft- 


ener if they uséd gut leaders when 
“erawing”’ for bass; that three feet of 
ifivisibility on the end of one’s line 
often Baves the day. This applies to 
even the bait caster. 

A good rig for the short rod artist to 
use when fishing the holes with craws 
is the following: Use the regular bait 
casting tackle, but let the line be of 
smaller caliber than is usually em- 
ployed, say 4 ten-pound test, and pref- 
erably of a light color. To the end of 
this line tie a dipsey sinker of the de- 
sired casting weight. About three feet 
above the sinker tie on a three-foot gut 
leader, to the end of which tie the hook 
—a No. 1-0 with a long stank would 
be our choice. Now put on the craw, 
la:uing him firmly to the shafk and 
bend of the hook with thread or a rub- 
ber band, so that his head rests in the 
bend of the hook, keeping in mind that 


ja craw travels backwards.

APPROACH SHOTS. 
NO. 3: THE CHIP SHOT. 


When the condition of the ground 
renders the backspin shot impossible, 
and the situation Makes it necessary or 


desirabie to piay a shot with very lit- 
tle run, the chip shot can be used. 
This shot will be found easier to mas- 
ter fhan the backspin shot and more 
satisfactory as a ruie than the pitch 
and run shot. - 

The essential features of the chip 
shot: are that the ball is thrown high 
into the air in a sharply curved are 
and that it is entirely free from for- 
ward spin. The run at the end of the 
flight is therefore very. short, «nd as 
it will usually be made on the putting 
green is not subject to incalculapie in- 
terference. 


The stance for this shot is the same 
as for the pitch and run shot and the 
swing is made exactly in the line of. 
direction—not across it, as tn the shot 
with back spin. The fundamental dif- 
ferences from the swing of the pitch 

and run shot are: 
1. The elub is carried back in a more 

vertical arc. 


2. The throw of the club head is snap- 
pier and faster. | 

3. The reverse turn of the® wrists 
ceases as the club head reaches the 
ball, and the club face after pass- | 
ing the ball is kept 
te the line of flight. 

4. As a resuit, the club face passes rap- 
idly. under i .c ball and, instead of 
giving it a direct lift and impart- 
ing forward spin, causes it te roll 
backward and upward en the blade 
of the club, thus throwing it sharp- 
ly inte the air. 


The effect of this shot is not to im.- 
part back spin to the ball, but rather 
to cause it to fleat in the air without 
a tendency to spin either forward or 
baekward. This, together with the ver- 
ti¢al character of its flight, and the ex- 
haustion of the original force of the 
stroke, causes the run to be very short

ATHENS, Aug. 21.—Delayed.—[By 
the Associated Press. ]—In a vigorously 
worded telegram addressed to 
American people and press, Greek refu- 
gees from Thrace, said to number near- 
ly 200,000, “ protest indignantly against 
the attempts to frustrate our legitimate 
claim to freedom for our native land.” 
The telegram continues: 

“We hereby appeal to the conscience 
and justice the people and press of 
the United tes, asking them to as- 
sert once more the great principle of 
liberty and self-determination, now ap- 
parently ignored by the American del- 
egates at Paris, and declare their will 
that the Thracians shall not be handed 
over again to Bulgarian tyranny and 
misrule.” 


Odds in Populations. 

The protest points out that Turks 
and Greeks form 85 per cent of the 
population of Bulgarian Thrace and 
Turkish Thrace and that the Bulgar- 
ians form only 6 per cent. 

“ Nevertheless,” the telegram says, 
“The American delegats are obsti- 
nately insisting against the unanimous 
opinion of all the other members of 
the supreme council in putting this ab- 
surd minority in control of the coun- 
try against the avowed will of an over- 
whelming majority on the plea that 
Bulgaria needs an outlet to the Aegean

Washington, D. C., Aug. 23.—Refrig- 
erator car operations of the five big 


packers were defended today before 
tHe senate agricultural committee, 
which is considering the Kenyon and 
Kendrick bills for regulating the pack- 
ing industry and the separation from 
it of the operation of such cars. 

C. B. Heineman, representing the na- 
tional live stock exchange, said the 
“ Big Five” were not the source of dis- 
crimination against wholesale grocers 
and other packer competitors. He 
characterized the denunciation by the 
federal trade commission and others of 
the effects of packer ownership of the 
cars as “ willful misrepresentation or 
demonstrations of blissful ignorance.” 

Many Object to Bills. : 

Mr. Heineman.was preceded on the 
stand by a series of retailers, produc- 
ers, and others, who all had objections 
to make to the regulating bills. 

“Packers would just as soon have 
the railroads own these cars,” he said, 
“if it were possible for them to get 
cars when they were needed.

Gellar Desirable. 
The excuse is frequently offered by 


gardeners that they have no place to_ 


store vegetables, and those that are 
not. used in the home are sold or al- 
lowed to decay in the garden. There 
are numerous types of storages from 
the primitive pits and caves that have 
pen used for many years, up to the 
elaborate refrigerated plants. The 
cellar has always been a desirable 
- place to store vegetables, and is still 
commonly used on the farms, but 
many of them have been crowded out 
in cities and even in small towns.

Pit Is Practical. 

There are a few fundamental prin- 
ciples that must be kept in mind re- 
gardless of the kind of storage facil- 
ities used. Whether it is elaborate or 
simple the vegetables must be pro- 
tected from extreme cold and heat as 
well as from the light. They must also 


be kept where it is not too dry or too 


wet. 

The pit or bank is used very gener- 
ally and successfully, and is probably 
the most practical for the small gar- 
dener. It may be used for the storing 
of such vegetables as potatoes, beets, 
carrots, parsnips, turnips, salsify and 
celery. Select a well drained location 
in the garden and pile the vegetables 
on the surface of the ground; or a bet- 


ter way is to make a shallow excava- 


tion of suitable size about eight inches 
deep, and line it with straw, or dry 
leaves and heap the vegetables up 
in conical piles. Then cover them with 


a thick layer of straw and at first with - 


earth to a depth of three inches. Of 
course this will only protect them dur- 
ing light freezes and as winter ap- 
proaches more dirt should be added 
from time to time until it is several 
inches thick. The depth-of the final 
covering will depend on the degree of 
freezing and. many gardeners find it.ad- 
visable in the middle west states to 
cover the pits with corn fodder, straw 
or manure during the severe cold 
weather. 

Never store vegetables in large piles, 
as this causes them to heat and decay. 
Storing in small pits containing a few 
bushels is the best practice, even if 
several pits have to be made. If the 
small pit is used ventilation is very 
much simplified. Vegetables get

quantities the entire content may be 
removed at once, dSut this is not neces- 
sary. If vegetables are removed at in- 
tervals a smal] opening should be 
made and refilled each time. 


Turnips Easily Kept. 

It is a good plan to store several va- 
rieties of vegetables in the same pit 
instead of a separate bank for each 
crop. Where this is done the vege- 
tables should be separated with straw 
or leaves. 

Potatoes freeze where the tempera- 
ture goes as low as 28 degrees Fahren- 
heit, and a temperature of about 36 


‘degrees is low enough. Sweet potatoes 


should not be exposed to a temperature 
below 55 degrees Fahrenheit. They 
can be placed in the basement near the 
furnace or stored in pits if well cov- 
ered. Pumpkins and squashes may be 
kept successfully where the tempera- 
ture is maintained at about 40 degrees 
Fahrenheit. They can be kept in base- 
ments or cellars that are well ventilat- 
ed, dry and frost proof. 

Turnips are easily kept in storage, 
as they will stand hard frosts, but they 
are injured where there is alternate 
freezing and thawing. Parsnips are 
also -very hardy and may be allowed to 
remain in the ground all winter, as 
freezing does not injure them. The 
only advantage in storing them is that 
digging them out of frozen ground is 
very difficult. 

Celery plants should be taken up and 
stored just before freezing. Hotbed) 
pits are often used for the storing of | 
celery, but a cellar the most desir- 
able place. Always pack the roots to- 
gether. Celery should never be stored 


- with turnips and cabbage, as it absorbs 


the odor of vegetables and ruins the 
flavor, according to the experience of 
many eners. 

In ring cabbage pull the plants, 
roots and all, and place them side by 
side in the pit, with the roots up or 
down. Some claim it is best to cover 
the cabbage with a layer of fine dirt 
before the straw is spread over them. 

After the vegetables have been cov- 

ered thoroughly, a shallow trench 
should be dug around the base of the 
pit. An outlet should be made so that 
water will not stand in the trench. 
This is important and should not be 
neglécted. 
' Only the best quality of products 
should be stored, for when bruised or 
diseased vegetables are put in storage 
they soon decay. When spoiling once 
starts it spreads rapidly. If damaged 
in any way, they should be prepared 
for the home table, sold, pickled, 
canned or fed to animals. 

The value of vegetables stored at 
home cannot be measured in dollars 
and cents. There is some satisfaction 
in storing your own vegetables and

The French armies, which in the 
middle of September had been extended 
along the outside of the great bow 
made by the German lines between St. 
Quentin and Verdun, had the longest 
distances to advance in following. up 
the German retreat and before the ad- 
vance began the French government 
had cut down the railway transporta- 
tion in the interior of the country to 
the bare minimum necessary for the 
preservation of the industrial and so- 
cial life of France and even then was

French armies and to supplement the 
railway materiai which Great Britain 
and America had been able to produce. 

The Belgian armies had hardly any 


resources of their own and no means 
whatever of developing their means of 
transportation. The result of all this 
was that the mere lengthening of the 
allied lines of communication by the 
German rétreat, apart altogether from 
any other action by the enemy, threw a 
very great strain upon the allied rail- 
way administration. 

The Germans were, however, very 
active and skillful in damaging the 
roads and railways before they retreat- 
ed, and this. damage was extended by 
the destructive power of the artillery 
of both sides. Every railway bridge, 


ymeet the full demands of the «larg or small, was blown up; the rail- 


way embankments were cut, long 
stretches of track were destroyed, the 
stations were burned down, and the 
telegraph lines were almost obliterated 
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and the instruments removed. The 
Germans had left behind them mines 


j buried under the railway lines, and 


these exploded often after the first 
damage had been repaired and the 
trains were running, with the result 
that there was constant interruption to 
the traffic. 


Transport to the Rescue. 


consequence of this was that 
on Nov. 11, despite the most 
strenuous and devoted work~ by 
all concerned in the repair and 
working of the railways, the farthest 
points at which supplies could be de- 
livered by rail were from thirty-five to 
fifty miles in a direct line behind the 
front, and often double this distance by 
road. This gap had to be bridged by 
the motor transport, which, of course, 
had to use the roads. 

But the destruction of the roads by 
the Germans was as thorough as their 
destruction of the railways. Not only 
were the bridges destroyed, but mines 
were sprung at every’cross road. I 
remember counting éleven mine crat- 
ers on three miles of the main road 
between Le Quesnoy and Mons. This 
damage could only be very roughly 
repaired, while the wet weather and 
the heavy traffic of the German re- 
treat and of our advance increased the 
work of destruction. The heavy motor 
truck loaded with supplies and ammu- 
nition had to plow their way slowly 
through these broken roads from the 
railheads to-the troops and return to 
the railheads to fill up. At the time 
of the armistice the motor trucks werd 
working in double and treble shifts and 
the strain upon them causea@ by the 
bad roads and the incessant work was 
such that in the British 4th army on 
Nov. 1 more than 50 per cent of 
the trucks at the service of the army 
had broken down. The troops were re- 
ceiving no more than bare necessities 
and at one time had with them noth- 
ing more than the day's food carried 
by the men. 

The advance of the British army to- 
ward Germany did not begin until 
Nov. 17, six days after all fighting had 
ceased, and actually only sixteen of the 
fifty-nine British Mmfantry divisions in 
France and Belgium at the time of 
the armistice—that is less than one 
third of our whole army—moved for- 
ward. Though there was no interfer- 
ence by the enemy and the advance 
wus made by slow stages, it proved im- 
possible to keep even this compara- 
tively ‘small part of our army supplied 
with their full rations and at the be- 
ginning of December it was necessary 
to call a halt because the supply trains 
were running more than forty-eight 
hours behind scheduled time. A very

The Germans in their retreat 
had left behind them in the liberated 
provinces of France and Belgium ws 
large civilian population on the verge 
of starvation. In the French province 
on the British front alone there were 
nearly 800,000 persons to be fed, and 
during a period of six weeks, until the 
French government could undertake 
the distribution of supplies, we dis- 
tributed more than 6,000,000 rations 
among the civilian population, a task 
which threw an immense additional 
burden upon the transportation serv: 
ices.

HE French armies on their own 
front had very much larger num- 

bers to deal with, and, as it taxed 

all their resources to repair the 
main roads and railways so that the 
troops on the front might be fed, many 
French villages and towns off the main 
lines of communication remained iso- 
lated for long periods and were only 
kept from starvation by having food 
brought to them by aeroplanes. 


Added to all this the Germans as 
they retreated released large numbers 
of prisoners of war without making 
any provision for their feeding. The 
people of Belgium made ,great sac 
rifices in order to do what was pos- 
sible for these unfortunate men, whose 
sufferings were often intense, but their 
means was not equal to their generos- 
ity, and yet another burden was added 
to the work of suprly. 


This being the situation on the front | 


at the time when the armistice was 
signed and during the days which fol- 
lowed its signature, it is obvious that 
@ great and rapid advance to and 
across the Meuse by the Belgian, Brit- 
ish, French and American armies, 
such as might have brought about the 
complete dstruction of the German 
armies and ended the war with a célos- 
sal Sedan, was out of the question.

“Early Winter,” by Bruce Crane, is 
an exquisite stretch of solitary land- 
scape. The brown touch of late fall 
fades into the gray mist that presages 
snow. The trees stand naked, and on 
the ground the dead leaves lie in rain- 
ruffled company. Silent pools, the eyes 
of the wood, wait shivering for the 
frost to enchain them. Framing the 
whole, the gray sky swings close to 
earth, heavy with its burden of unborn 
flakes. 


Different in mood is “ Gloucester,” by. 
J. H. Twachtman. Here lies a smiling 
town by a smiling sea, fragrant with 
the scents and colors of spring, warm 
in its pale greens and blue. Soft cotton 
Clauds float low, and the distance is 
blurred by a haze as delifate as the 
faint breath of Pandora bfeathed soft 
on the silver casket whencé spring the 
troubles of a tempter’s world. 

Still another painting is “ Poetry of 
Moonlight,” by Leonard Ochtman.

The verses—“a gloomy spot— 
as e’re beneath the waning moon was 
haunted, by woman wailing for her 
demon lover,” sovnd again thrillingly 
in one’s earte. There is a space cleared 
among forest trees and a dark sheet 
of water at one’s feet, where night 
things drink. A dark sky shrouds the 
earth close, the deep woven depths 


of its blackness broken by a single rift 
lwhere the sweet light of the moon 
shines through. 


There are old friends, too, in this 
collection of Mr. Schulze. Among them 
are: “Cave of the Sea,” by William

In anticipation of the 
fulfillment of the agreement a thorough revision of the 
Japanese code was undertaken to harmonize it with west- 
ern ‘jurisprudence. It had beeh taken for granted, evi- 
dently, that Japan through her military achievements—the 
organization of a thoroughly modern army and navy— 
would be as readily modernized judicially and politically. 
The westernizing of Japan, however, fell short, just there.

ter, especially, and in recent years. But notwithstanding 
all this, there remain the ancient and unalterable antag- 
onisms. 
an insurmountable barrier to democracy. ~ 

Within the period from 1894 to 1919 Japan has tnsidi- 
ously advanced her material and political interests, ‘and 
this while Germany and Russia stubbornly resisted tnat 
advance. Since 1898, ‘on the pretext of forcing the Rus- 
sians out of Manchuria her ascendency, temporarily inter-~ 
rupted, has continued. Notwithstanding her pledges te 
respect the autenomy of Coréa, Japanese colon:zation and 


exploitation have never ceased. Inthe recent world war, 


while ostensibly aiding her ally, Great Britain, she seized 


the opportunity to secure Kiao-Chau, leading up to the 


possession of Shantung. Her losess, in men and money, 


have been insignificaht compared to those of England an@ 


France; she is less infpoverished by the war than Italy, 
and remains territorially intact with China despoiléd, Ger- 
many and Austria disrupted, and Russia in chaos. 


She remains, in effect, ine one nation that can count 


upon considerable gains for an inconsiderable oftlay. Her . 
demands on our Pacific coast have been partially met, and 


when not to her entire satisfaction she has desired means 
to evade legislation enacted to hold her in‘ heeck. The’ ré- 
ported recent purchase of lands in Chili, and the bargain: 
ing for oil wells in Mexieo may well furnish food for politi- 
cal reflection. Every alliance entered into between Great’ 
Britain and Japan within recent years reveals the fact 


that each has given Japan some new and important privi-’ 


lege. 
The English evidently perceived the trend of their nego- 
tiations, and in the treaty of 1911 specified that Great 


Britain should not be bound to aid Japan against any - 


power with which she had a treaty of arbitration, thus 
exeluding the United States from difficulties that might 
arise between the two nations. The present “secret 
treaty” promises still further advantages to Japan, plac- 
ing her in full possession of Shantung. Her promise that 
she will ultimately return the province to China need not 


be taken seriously, when it is recalled how ther pledges —

Oct. 29 witnessed the opéning of that 
most critical stage in the first period 
of the war, to which I have already 
referred. 

At 9 in the morning of that day the 
center of the Ypres salient, held by the 
Ist and 7th diVisions, was attacked in 
the neighborhood of Gheluvelt by large 


our troops on the latter place. Well or- in. 


ganized counter attacks, which were 
splendidly led, repulsed the enemy dur- 
ing the day with heavy casualties. By 
nightfall the Ist and 7th divisions had 
recovered all the ground they had lost, 
and the position that night [Oct. 29] 
was somewhat as follows: 

The 7th and part of the Ist division 
held a line which extended on the left 
from a point about 500 yards north of 
the crossroads on the 
road, and ran thence south through 
the crossroads to the village of Kruiseij

When I saw Foch 
on this afternoon, however, he was all 
in favor of the inundation. He told 
me he thought the enemy was very

Please give me your opinion regard- 
ing the advantages or disadvantages 
of disk steel wheels as compared with 
wood or wire wheels for automobiles.

The dick steel wheels which are on the mar- 
ket have many advantages to make their con- 
sideration worth whil@. One is that they give 
an absolutely round wheel. This is not 
quite so with the wood wheel, which has the 
rim secured with six or seven lugs. These 
lugs, pressing on the rim, tend to make the 
rim hexagonal or heptagonal in shape. This 
tendency, while evercome to a large extcnt 
by the resiliency of the rubber tire, is never- 
theless there. Tire removal is made an easy 
matter with these wheels, for it is only neces- 
sary to remove the bolts which hold the 
outside rim against the tire. Tires cannot 
be removed with the afr in them, however, 
so that spares are carried mounted upon 
their wheels, which is a slight disadvantaze, 


because it means that more weight must be 
earried. As far as strength is concerned, the 
steel wheel is undoubtedly stronger than any 
wood or wire wheel upon the market. But, 


because of its great strength, the iteel wheel 


is very rigid. Just how much of a disad- 
vantage this is cannot be eaid, but the flex- 
ibility of the wire wheel certainly is not 
there. 


Some people make a practice of 
placing in with their gasoline a high 
grade of lubricating oil, using one 
quart of oil to ten gallons of gasoline.

On cold days this practice wil be sure to 
make a lot of trouble. The battery will 
have to work harder to start the engine. the 
accumulation of the heavier oils within the 
cylinder until the engine becomes warm will 
slow up the warming process considerably, 
and the spark plugs are very apt to bec.me 
fouled. 


A recent article in THE TRIBUNE 
spoke of using oil only in the rear axle. 
I have had a Dodge car since 1915. It-has 
run 27,900 miles and is in good shape, 
with the exception of a loud droning 
noise in the rear axle, where I have 
always used grease. Would this car 
do better with oil in the rear axle, and 
what grade would you advise? 

F. C. P., Chicago. 


The noise in your rear axle is being caused 
by the slight amount of wear, which has 
taken place in the gears. This calls for an 
adjustment before any attempt is made to 
eliminate by muffling it in a bath of oil. It 
is not so very hard to adjust the gears. 
First take off the rear cover over the Rousing 
and clean out some of the grease, so that the 
parts will be exposed. On each eide of the 
spider support you will notice a ring about 
the size of the pulley driving the fan. This 
ring has notches cut in its periphery, which 
afford an easy means of turning the ring. 
First loosen the ring on the toothed side of 
the ring gear. Turn it back only a few 
notches. Then turn the other adjustment 
ring the same number of notches in the same 
direction. This will move the whole set of 
differential gears toward one side and into

Is it a safe practice to shut of? the 
engine and coast down hill with the 
gears in high, throwing out the clutch 
at the end of the hill, turning on the 
ignition, letting the clutch in easily and 
keeping on in high gear? Would it be 
better at the bottom of the hill to stop 
and use starter, etc.? Is running down 
hill in second gear to avoid using the 
brakes a safe practice? 

A. R..R., Dubuque, Ia. 

There is no harmful effect from this prac- ; 
tice. In fact, it is much easier on the engine 
and the storage battery to start the enzine 
from the car's inertia rather than to use the 
battery. However. coasting dows not seem 
the most logical thing to do. This makes 
it necessary to use the brakes to check the 
speed of the car on the descent. Why not 
use the engine to hold the car back? If it 
is found that the checking action is not 
enough tB hold the car back on a steep hill 
when in high gear, shift into second gear. 
If this is not enough, shift into firet gear. 
The wear and tear on the brakes is saved, 
and it is an efficient method to cool the 
engine down a bit also. The engine while 
turned over by some external force constantly 
takes in fresh gas and expelé it without 
burning it, which is an effective method of 
cooling.
